(1) Mental injury caused by the acts of the child's parent,

guardian t ot custodian.
(21 The failure of the child's parent, guardian, custodian,

or other member of the household in which the child resides to
exercise a reasonable degree of care in supervising the chiId.

(3) The child's parent, guardiant ot custodian, or person
responsible for the care of the child, as defined in section
232.68, has knowingly disseminated or exhibited obscene
material as defined in section 728.I to the chi1d.

Sec. 2. Section 232.68, subsection 2, Code 2009, is amended

by adding the following new paragraph:
